FOREIGN TRAVEL TAX 

G.S.R, 766 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 36 of the 
Finance Act, 1979 (21 of 1979), the Central Government, being satisfied that 
it is necessary and expedient so to do, hereby exempt H. E. Mrs. V. S. 
Shevchenko, Vice-President of the Supreme Soviet of USSR and President of 
the Supreme Soviet of Ukrainian SSR, Mr. A. S. Dikov, Head of the Depart¬ 
ment of South and South-East Asia of the Union of Soviet Societies for Friend¬ 
ship & Cultural Relations with Foreign Countries and Mr. G. Chemyavski, 
Chief of the Secretariat of the Supreme Soviet of the Ukrainian SSR on their 
visit to India from 14th to 24th August, 198 °, from payment of foreign travel 
tax leviable under sub-section (1) of section 35 of the said Act, in respect of 
their international journey to any place outside India at the end of the said 
visit. 

2. This notification shall remain in force upto and inclusive of the 31st 
August, 1989.
